The 
Supreme  {Court  adjudged  that  they 
bad  no  power  to  deade  the  case  on 
merits  which  was  only  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Superior  Court ;  but  up- 
on the  ruli  ig  of  th;  Supreme  Court, 
the  former  verdict  against  the  p'amtjrT 
iside,  and  a  new  trial  granted, 
where  the  merits  of  each  individuj 

will  be  determined,  if  any  stran- 
ger is  disposed  to  incur  the  risk  and 
the  expense  of  trespassing  on  the  prem- 
ises. The  decision 
Supieme  Judicial  Court  is  based  upon 
tbe  colonial  ordinance  of  1691.  grant- 
ing ihe  possession  of  the  uplands  and 
bcachs  to  low  water  mark.  The  full 
decision  of  the  court  will  be  given 
next  week.

Jake,  shutting  up  one  eye  in  a  delib- 
erate manner,  jerked  out,  "Why,  Lor 
bless  yer,  if  everybody  on  the  coast 
should  go  to  lobster  ketchin'  it  wouldn't 
nuke  no  difference  in  the  ketch.  The 
more  yer  ketch  the  faster  the  tarnal 
critters  breed."  The  visitor,  howevei 
was  not  satisfied,  and  standing  recent 
Iv  on  the  same  wharf,  having  been  told, 
much  to  his  surprise,  nt  the  Parker 
House  in  Boston,  before  leaving  that 
famous  hosierly,  that  a  salad  he  had 
ordered  was  ma.le  of  "Nova 
lobster,"  lie  asked  a  spruce 
Uncle  Jake,  the  old  man  having  drawn 
his  last  "trawl"  several  years  since, 
why  it  was  that  no  lobster  cars  were 
moored  about  the  wharf  as  in  former 
years  ?  "'Cos  there  ain't  no  lobsters, 
was  the  laconic  reply.  "But  what  ha 
b.'comc  of  them?"  was  asked. 
"Smacks  killed  'em  all  off,"  was  the 
answer.  "Smacks  for  the  canning 
factories  ?"  I  venture  to  suggest.  "No; 
market  smacks,"  said  the  incipient 
Uncle  Jake.  This  caused  an 
gation  into  the  particulars  of  the  case, 
and  the  following  are  the  results 

The  lobster  factories  were  a  great 
blessing  to  the  fishing  towns  of  Maine, 
as  they  employed  the"hclp,"that  is,  the 
nier,  women,  and  childwn,  the  former 
principally  in  catching,  the  latter 
preparing  the  lobster  for  canning,  and 
the  business  was  looked  upon  by  the 
better  and  more  thoughtful  peoph 
one  of  mutual  interests.  As  long  as 
there  was  no  large  demand  outside 
of  the  factories,  there  was  no  dangci 
of  running  out  the  supply,  as  the  de- 
mand for  canning,  although  large,  was 
not  likely  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  di 
minish  the  supply  seriously  ;  besides, 
self-preservation  involving  in  a  com- 
mon interest  the  packers  and  the 
habitants  of  fishing  towns,  compelled 
a  regard  for  the  perpetuation  of  the 
supply.  This  was  evinced  by  thi 
unanimity  with  which  all  the  principal 
p  tckcrs  united  with  the  fishing  peo- 
ple to  procure  the  passage  of  whole- 
some laws  regulating  the  taking  offish, 
and  tending  to  preserve  them. 

But  smacks  from  Massachusetts  and 
New  York  began  to  descend  upon  the 
coast,  increased  continually  in  num- 
bers, a  lively  Western  demand  for  the 
live  Erticlc  sprang  up,  and  soon  a  ter- 
rible slaughter  began, almostdestroying 
the  catch  on  the  Maine  coast  in  a  few 
years.  This  demand  for  "fresh,"  as 
the  smack  men  call  the  live  article, 
has  continued  to  increase,  and  the 
supply  having  become  exhausted  on 
the  coast  of  New  England,  the  smacks 
have  descended  upon  our  provincial 
friends  like  a  swam  of  locusts,  and  now 
the  coasts  of  Nova  Scotia  are  being  as 
rapidly  depleted  of  their  valuable 
product  as  the  coast  of  Maine  was, 
and,  unless  a  law  preventing  the  ex 
portatton  of  lobsters  in  the  shell  is 
passed  by  the  Dominion  government, 
there  will  soon  be  no  lobsters  for  the 
royal  family  when  they  pay  a  visit  to 
their  loyal  subjects  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  for  the  importation  by 
smacks  and  in  crates  by  steamers  into 
this  country  from  the  Provinces  has 
become  enormous.  One  firm  alone 
has  shipped  from  Yarmouth  Ihis  year 
15,000  crates,  each  crate  containing 
about  too  lobsters,  and  a  single  s.nack 
from  the  same  locality  has  carried  in 
bulk  to  Boston  10,000  a  week.  These 
arc  but  two  out  of  a  great  number 
of  shippers.  Of  course,  large  quanti- 
ties die  in  transportation,  and  arc 
thrown  away.  It  may  seem  strange 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  fishing  vil- 
lages in  Maine  where  lobsters  abound 
ed,  had  not  cried  out  against  this 
wholesale  slaughter  and  destruction  of 
an  importan'  tndusiry  such  as  the  can- 
ncrs  had  built  up  among  them,  fur- 
nishing employment  to  them  and  their 
families,  and  distributing  large  sums 
of  money  through  the  community, 
thereby  stimulating  trade  and  various 
enterprises.  But  the  tact  is,  the  peo- 
ple did  not  wake  up  until  too  late, 
to  the  danger  which  threatened  them. 
I  n  the  lobster  towns,  the  canning  fac- 
tories having  closed,  the  population 
falls  off,  and  many  move  away  to  new 
fields  of  new  industry  ;  and  such 
he  the  result  in  Nova  Scotia  unless  a 
stop  Is  put  to  the  exportation  in  shell.

The  dedication  of  the  soldiers'  mon- 
ument, at  Kingston,  takes  place  No 
i.  This  memorial  was  the  gift  of 
lady.  It  has  been  executed  by  the 
.Ames  Manufacturing  Co,  faithfully 
and  satisfactorily.  It  is  to  stand  on 
the  green  in  lront  of  the  Town  House. 
The  pedestal  is  1 1  ft.  high,  and  the 
statue  of  the  soldier,  standing  in  the 
position  of  "parade  rest,"  is  7  ft.  high. 
Twobrorze  panels  are  sunk  in  the 
faces  of  the  pedestal,  one  with  the 
commemorative  inscriptions,  and  the 
other  bears  the  names  of  16  patriotic 
men,  also  that  of  Martha  Scaver,  who 
gave  their  lives  for  their  country.  The 
oration  is  to  be  delivered  by  Col.  A. 
C  Munroe,  of  Brockton,  Asst.  Adjt. 
Gen.,  Dept.  of  Mass.,  G.  A.  R.

N'/,  they  put  the  lever  at  the  founda- 
tion and  up  It  all  went,  lower  story, 
second  nory,  and  so  on  all  together." 
It  is  well  that  lhc  teachers  in  town 
are  so  much  Interested  to  attend.  It 
would  be  well  for  our  commliwc  to  In 

crest  themselves  in  the  same  direction.
